Annual  Report  Underscores  Progress 


Improvements  in  Loyalty  Fimd,  chapter 
organization  and  class  reunion  programs  of 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Alumni  Association  dur- 
ing the  1961-62  year  were  underscored  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  board  of  directors 
presented  to  the  association  at  the  annual 
alumni  banquet  on  June  2. 

The  report,  prepared  by  President  Lewis 
B.  Carpenter  and  authorized  by  the  board 
of  directors,  is  printed  below  in  full. 

"It  is  the  feeling  of  your  Board  that  the 
Association  has  made  substantial  progress 
in  its  march  toward  its  ultimate  objectives 
during  the  school  year  now  ending.  There 
has  been  much  activity  in  several  fields 
through  appropriate  committees  and  al- 
though it  is  not  feasible  to  detail  all  such  ac- 
tivities here,  brief  mention  of  the  more  im- 
portant can  be  touched  upon. 

"You  will  remember  that  the  position  of 
Director  of  Public  Relations  and  Alumni 
Affairs  became  vacant  shortly  after  our  last 
Annual  Meeting.  It  was  felt  by  the  college 
authorities  and  your  Board  that  the  selec- 
tion of  a  capable  person  for  the  job  was 
of  greatest  importance  to  the  College  and 
the  Association.  The  Alumni  Office  Com- 
mittee, headed  by  D.  R.  Mauney,  Jr.,  devot- 
ed much  time  and  effort  in  investigating  a 
number  of  potential  candidates,  interview- 
ing others  who  have  evidenced  interest, 
and  met  with  college  officials  in  Charlotte 
and  Hickory  on  numerous  occasions  during 
the  Summer  and  Fall.  After  much  deliber- 
ation, Jeff  Norris  was  the  unanimous  choice 
of  the  group.  The  manner  in  and  dispatch 
with  which  the  affairs  of  the  Association 
have  been  conducted  since  he  took  over 
speak  well  of  the  wisdom  of  the  selection 
made. 

Unqualified  Success 

"Mention  is  also  made  of  the  excellent 
work  of  the  Loyalty  Fund  Committee,  head- 
ed again  this  year  by  Klynt  Ripple.  The 
current  program  was  designed  to  enlarge 
the  number  of  our  members  personally 
participating  in  the  effort.  In  that  respect, 
it  must  be  regarded  as  an  unqualified  suc- 
cess. Space  here  does  not  permit  listing 
the  names  of  all  those  who  contributed 
their  time  and  effort,  but  it  is  a  fact  that 
with  their  help  definite  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  development  of  wider  and  more 
enthusiastic  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
college. 

"The  goals  this  year  were  $20,000  and 
1,000  contributors.  As  of  today,  the  figures 
are  over  $15,000  and  over  650.  On  a  com- 
parable basis  at  this  stage,  the  total  amount 
is  up  24%  and  the  total  number  of  contrib- 
utors is  up  45%  over  last  year.  Almost 
400  of  the  650  are  first-time  donors.  We 
feel  we  can  count  on  the  over  200  1961 
donors  who  have  not  yet  been  heard  from 


to  repeat  this  year.  It  is  a  reasonable  pre- 
diction that  we  may  yet  reach  this  year's 
goals  before  the  end  of  the  current  pro- 
gram on  June  30. 

Chapters  Growing 

"The  area  and  commxinity  meetings  set 
up  in  connection  with  the  Loyalty  Fund 
Program  served  also  to  generate  interest  in, 
and  enthusiasm  for,  the  organization  of 
local  alumni  chapters.  The  tide  of  more 
and  stronger  local  organization  is  running 
high  under  the  direction  of  the  committee 
led  by  Harry  Faggart  and  with  the  help  of 
our  new  Director  and  alumni   office   staff. 

"At  this  time  last  year,  the  only  chapters 
existing  were  Rowan  County  and  States  of 
South  Carolina  and  Pennsylvania.  Now  we 
have  active  chapters  in  the  areas  of  Char- 
lotte, Cherryville,  Concord,  Greensb  o  r  o, 
Salisbury  ( re- activated ) ,  and  Shelby  in 
North  Carolina;  Charleston  and  Columbia  in 
South  CaroUna;  Washington,  D.  C;  the 
State  of  Maryland;  and  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania. Preliminary  meetings  resulting 
in  definite  plans  for  immediate  formal  local 
area  organization  have  been  held  in  Bur- 
lington, High  Point,  Lexington,  Statesville 
and  Winston-Salem  in  North  Carolina,  and 
Richmond  and  Roanoke  in  Virginia.  An 
organizational  meeting  for  the  Greenville - 
Spartanburg  area  in  South  Carolina  is  in 
the  planning  stage.  It  is  not  unreasonable 
to  hope  that  we  will  have  at  least  twenty 
active  local  chapters  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Reunions  Planned 

"Dave  Wright,  too,  and  his  committee  on 
Class  Reunions,  merit  mention  for  the  work 
done  in  this  field.  The  detailed  planning 
and  foUow-up  procedures  developed  to 
bring  about  the  most  successful  Alumni 
Day  ever  were  excellent.  They  included 
not  only  a  detailed  outline  of  suggested 
action  by  class  leaders  to  insure  maximum 
attendance,  suggested  agenda  for  class 
meetings,  suggested  class  entertainment, 
suggested  plan  for  permanent  class  organi- 
zation, arrangements  for  overnight  dormi- 
tory accommodations  for  reunion  folks,  but 
also  a  children's  entertainment  service  yet. 
The  class  organization  phase  of  the  struct- 
ural development  of  our  Association  has 
been  given  powerful  added  impetus  as  a 
result. 

"The  ballots  are  in  and  you  have  selected 
your  new  officers  and  new  directors  for  the 
coming  year.  Your  choices  will  be  an- 
nounced tonight.  Thanks  to  D.  C.  Mosteller 
and  his  fellow  members  of  the  nominating 
Committee  you  were  assured  competent 
leadership  for  the  coming  year.  All  of  the 
names  submitted  were  persons  well  quali-

Mr.  Ripple,  the  new  president  of  the 
dumni  Association,  was  recognized  for  his 
ervice  to  the  college  during  the  past  two 
ears  as  chairman  of  the  annual  alumni 
iving  program.  During  his  tenure  as 
lOyalty  Fund  chairman,  the  money  con- 
:ibuted  annually  by  Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni 
icreased  500  per  cent. 

The  presentations  were  made  by  Lewis 
K  Carpenter  of  Charlotte,  retiring  presi- 
ent  of  the  association,  before  250  banquet- 
ig  alumni.  The  distinguished  alumni 
ward,  normally  presented  each  year  by 
le  association  to  an  outstanding  alumnus, 


Painter,  a  1950  graduate  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
and  formerly  line  coach  under  Clarence 
Stasavich,  will  be  entering  his  first  season 
as  head  coach. 

Only  three  of  last  year's  starters:  center 
Howard  Earnhardt,  fullback  Richard  Kemp 
and  tailback  Odell  White  will  return  this 
fall.  Despite  the  loss  in  starting  personnel, 
the  Bears  have  18  lettermen  returning  and 
should  have  plenty  of  depth.  "There  are 
eight  positions  to  be  filled,"  Coach  Painter 
reports.  "The  squad  worked  hard  during 
winter  drills,  but  there  are  several  weak 
positions.  Our  defense  should  be  better 
than  our  offense  because  it  is  easier  to  de- 
velop a  defense  quickly  with  new  person- 
nel." 

The  end  position  is  the  weakest  link  in 
the  forward  wall  for  the  Bears.  Benny 
Kennerly,  an  end,  is  the  only  man  return- 
ing with  plenty  of  experience  at  the  flanks. 
The  tackle  slots  are  stronger;  John  Plexico 
and  Pat  Odom  rank  among  the  finest  in 
the  school's  history. 

At  the  guard  position,  Jim  Edmiston  is 
a  potential  all-American  if  he  can  ward 
off  the  injuries  that  have  plagued  him  in  the 
past.  Barnhardt  returns  to  bolster  the 
center  slot  and  will  receive  plenty  of  sup- 
port from  Phil  Bums  and  Al  Carelli. 

In  the  backfield,  Mike  Pope,  the  only 
blocking  back  returning  with  experience, 
will  be  calling  the  signals.  There  is  lack 
of  depth  but  Bob  Montgomery  may  solve 
the  problem  with  experience.  At  wing- 
back,  Joe  Rhyne  returns  to  take  over  the 
starting  berth  and  Don  Smith,  a  defensive 
specialist,  is  also  returning. 

Fullback  is  the  strongest  position  on  the 
roster.  Richard  Kemp  is  a  sure  all-Ameri- 
can if  he  has  a  good  season  and  he'll  have 
plenty  of  depth  in  Tom  Brown,  the  surpris- 
ing sophomore  who  played  tailback  and 
excelled  as  a  passer  last  season. 

At  the  tailback  slot,  there  is  another  all- 
American  hopeful — Odell  White,  a  speed 
merchant  from  North  Wilkesboro.  He  was 
one  of  LR's  top  ground  gainers  after  being 
moved  from  wingback  to  tailback  last  fall. 

Painter  sums  up  the  situation  by  saying, 
"The  team  will  pass  more  than  usual  be- 
cause of  the  passing  ability  of  Richard 
Kemp,  Tom  Brown  and  Odell  White.  It 
will  probably  take  a  while  for  our  running 
offensive  to  come  around  because  of  tim- 
ing. We  are  using  a  lot  of  new  men  who 
will  need  time,  but  we  will  improve  as 
the  season  goes  along."

LOYALTY  FUND  TOPS  $20,000 


In  a  suprisingly  fast  finish,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
ilumni  closed  out  their  1962  Loyalty  Fund 
;his  summer  with  over-the-goal  results  in 
iollars  and  donors  . 

The  amount  received,  $20,444.64,  topped 
he  $20,000  goal  and  represented  a  hike  of 
58.6  per  cent  above  last  year's  receipts  of 
112,124.45. 

The  number  of  alumni  donors  jumped 
rom  last  year's  443  to  1,069,  an  increase  of 
.41.3  per  cent. 

Results  of  the  successful  project  which 
mded  June  30  were  announced  early  this 
nonth  by  Klynt  Ripple  of  Lexington,  Loy- 
ilty  Fund  chairman  for  1961  and  1962  and 
lew  president  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
n  directing  the  1962  fund,  Mr.  Ripple  and 
lis  committee  were  aided  by  40  area  leaders 
ind  150  local  workers  who  conducted  per- 
gonal solicitation  programs  in  various  areas 
>f  North  Carolina. 

The  alumni  even  succeeded  in  raising  the 
)ercentage  of  participation  index,  although 


soliciting  among  a  much  larger  group  of 
alumni.  The  number  of  alumni  solicited 
this  year  was  6,473  (as  compared  to  4,000 
the  previous  year) ;  the  percentage  of  re- 
sponse, however,  rose  from  10.8  per  cent 
to  16.5  per  cent,  representing  a  jump  of 
52.7  per  cent. 

The  average  gift  fell  from  $27.37  to  $19.12 
this  year. 

The  results  marked  the  second  consecu- 
tive year  that  Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni  have 
met  their  dollar  goals  in  a  projected  six- 
year  program.  The  long-range  project  will 
climax  in  1966  with  a  $75,000  Loyalty  Fund 
effort. 

Of  the  total  received  in  the  Loyalty  Fund 
this  year,  1,423  was  designed  for  special 
purposes,  and  an  additional  $2,042  was  re- 
mitted to  the  Alumni  Association  for  mem- 
bership dues.  The  balance,  $16,979.64  will 
be  used  to  upgrade  the  college's  faculty 
salary  schedule.
